Tender the rem arkable developm ents 
of the past two years, 
commercially 
and industrially, during which tim e 
the capacity of the Soo canal has 
been taxed to its utmost, it has be­ 
come apparent that som e provision 
m ust be m ade to take care of the in­ 
creasing 
dem ands 
of 
freightage 
through the great lakes. 
W hen in 
1S4J Senator Norveil. the first United 
States senator from Michigan, intro­ 
duced a hill into the senate requesting 
a grant of land for the building of the 
Sault Ste. Marie canal, Henry Clay 
said that “the money m ight as well 
be wasted for a project in the moon.” 
t o r a time a fte r the completion of the 
canal in 1S5«>, it looked as though the 
Kentucky statesm an had been right. 
During the first year only 14,5011 tons 
of freight, or little m ore than the 
tonnage carried by a single vessel at 
the present time, passed through the 
canal. 
The million ton m ark was not 
reached until INTG. 
in 1885. the Soo 
canal began Its race with Suez, and 
in 
1890. with a freight 
passage of 
9.000.000 tons, it exceeded the Suez 
tonnage by m ore than 2,000,000.

faced almost certain deatfi as many 
times as has Casseli. 
Certain it is 


that but very few Hooslers. if any, 
have spent two days and two nights 
In a morgue awaiting burial, to be 
rescued and restored to good health. 


And yet Sam-jel Cassell lives to-day, 


halo and hearty, always cheerful and 
optimistic and fearlr.g death no moro 
than he did when he shouldered 
a 


musket at Lincoln's call. 


Mr. Cassell is a native of Blackford 


county 
He was 
born 
In Hartford 


City April 26, 1843, and with the ex- 
ception of nve years in Kansas he has 
always resided in the coun'y. When 
the civil war broke out he enlisted as 
a member of company C, Eighty-ninth 
Indiana ii'fantry 
Ho was 18 years 


old when he enlisted, and at the close 
of the war he returned to Hartford 
City 
His discharge 
papers 
show 


that he engaged in 1C different bat- 
tles. 


On one march his company "hoofed 


It" 720 miles, making an average of 
31 miles a day as shown by the colon- 
el's diary 
This was in November of 


1S64, 
and on 450 miles of the di 


tanco many of the soldiers tramped 
in their bare feet. 
Mr. Cassell was 


one of them. 
The snow WHS unk)e 


deep and his feet were frozen. 


He carries the scars of many bat- 


tles 
He was shot in the left shoul- 


der and in a hand-to-hand 
conflict 


with tho onom> he was almost hacked 
tn pieces 
Two sword cuts in his 


right knee felled him on ,the battle 
field and he was taken prisoner by 
the confederates and sent to Nash- 
ville 
Soon after an exchange of prls 


oners between the armies was made, 
but because of his Injuries he was 
loft with tho enemj until he recov- 
ered. 
He, with other prisoners, was 


Intel released. Thoy started to Irani]) 
It to the union lines 
After a day 


out they were recaptured bv .1 scout- 
ing party and were going to be shot, 
but they effected their escape and 
after walking 200 miles reached the 
union forces. 


While facing fire in another battle 


the stock of his gun was shattered 
by a bullet and ho was soiiouslj in- 
jured 
The middle finger of his right 


hand was almost sovoied bj the lead- 
en ball and splinters from the gun 
stock were burled in his skuii. leav- 
ing two deep depressions, one at the 
back of the head and the other on 
top 


In 1S62 ho was taken sick while in 


camp i!» Indianapolis, and was carried 
to the dead room 
in the 
hospital, 


where for two da>s and two nights 
he was left with five other corpses 
When thej came to bury him it was 
discovered that lite was not extinct 
and he was taken back to the hospital, 
where after a timo he recovered. 


He was mustered out of service at 


Indianapolis and went back to Black- 
ford county. 
In 1884 while 
living 


here he had another serious Illness. 
Again he was pronounced dead and 
arrangements were made 
for 
his 


funeral. 
W. H. Gable, at that time 


the only undertaker, but now a re- 
tired citizen, was called to take charge 
of the body. After visiting the Cas- 
sell home Mr. Gable returned to his 
shop for his paraphernalia, but De- 
fore he got back thersupposed dead 
man came to life and the funeral ar- 
rangements had to be postponed. 


Mr. Cu.-f.sell says he fully realized 


what was going on about him, but 
could not by a move make it known 
that he was jiot dead. The feeling he 
experienced, however, he describes 
as a pleasant one. He says he plainly 
heard his wife and daughter talking 
at his bedside. 
"Is 
he dead?" 
he 


heard his daughter ask of her mother, 
and in a sobbing voice his wife re- 
plied: 
"I'm, afraid so." After he re- 


covered he described to them their 
positions around his bed and repeated 


Cassell 
the 


their conversations, but further than 
that he could remember nothing ex- 
cept, he says, that he heard heavenly 
music and saw a host of angels hov- 
ering over his bed. 


"It was a happy half hour I spent 


in the other world," says Mr. Cassell. 
"and I have often regretted that I was 
returned to light life's battles." 


Twenty-five years ago this appar- 


ently immortal old man had another 
miraculous escape from death. While 
cutting IOKS on his farm north of the 
city, he was caught under a falling 
tree 
The tree was a large one and 


in the very top, where three heavy 
limbs formed a fork, the trunk was 
dead. 
When the tree was cut it be- 


gan to fall the wrong way and there 
\vas a scatterment among the work- 
men to escape being crushed. 
The 


dead fork broke off and fell in just the 
opposite direction from the tree. The 
prongs of tho fork were several feet 
in length and 
Mr. 
Cassell. 
who 


thought he was on the safe side, was 
caught under it 
After all danger 


had passed the other workmen rushed 
to his assistance, expecting to find 
tiim dead, but instead he was only 
tleld a prisoner. 
The prongs of the 


fork had penetrated the earth to a 
depth of several inches and Mr. Cas- 
soll had been pinioned inside of them. 


Despite his many harrowing experi- 


ences Mr Cassell at the age of 64 is 
hale, hearty 
and 
happy. 
Through 


honesty and 
hard 
work 
he 
has 


amassed enough of this world's goods 
to keep him comfortably the rest of 
his da} s.

A NEW SOO CANAL. 


INCREASE OF 
TRAFFlfc 
MAKES 


ONE SEEM NECESSARY. 


Commerce of the Great Lake* Has 


Grown So a* to Require Increased 


Facilities Between Lakes Su- 


perior and Huron. 


Under the remarkable developments 


of the past two years, 
commercially 


and Industrially, during which time 
the capacity of the Soo canal has 
been taxed to its utmost, It bus be- 
come apparent that some provision 
must be made to take care of the in- 
creasing 
demands 
of 
freightage 


through the groat lakes. 
When in 


1843 Senator Norveil. the first United 
States senator from Michigan, intro- 
duced a bill Into the senate requesting 
a grant of land for the building of the 
Suult Ste. Mario canal, Henry Clay 
said that "the money might as well 
be wanted, for a project in the moon." 
For a time after the completion of the 
canal In 1S55, It looked aa though tlio 
Kentucky statesman hatl been right. 
During the first year only 14.30J tons 
of freight, or little move than tho 
tonnage carried by a single vessel at 
the present time, passed through tho 
canal. The million ton mark waa not 
reached until mt> 
In 1885, the Soo 


canal began its race with Suez, and 
In 1890. \\ ith u freight passage of 
9.000,000 tons, it exceeded the Suez 
tonnage by more than 2,000,000 
In 


1000, 25,062,580 tons of freight passed 
through tho canal, by the end of 1!>04 
thia had increased to 31,546,106 tons. 
Then camp the tremendous growth 
of 1905-1906. 
In the one season of 


1905, there was an increase of 12,- 
25o,561 freight tons—an increase as 
gioat as that of the preceding eight 
>ears. 
When to 1905 is added tho

A CHARMED LIFE. 


INDIANIAN TWICE PRONOUNCED 


DEAD AND NEARLY BURIED 


ALIVE. 


HIS EXPERIENCE IN THE ARMY 


Seriously Injured by Pullet Wound• 


In 16 Battles—Veteran Ha* Had 


Several 
Miraculous Escapes 
from Death. 


Indianapolis. — Twice 
pronounced 


dead and each 
time almost 
buried 


alive. 


Seriously injured many times In the 


course of 10 battles. 


Pinioned to the earth by falling tree 


and hurt several times in other ways 
at dally labor. 


This is the remarkable record of 


Pamuel Cassetl, a resident of Hartford 
City, rnd., and a civil 
war 
veteran 


who, 
apparently, hears a charmed life. 


Perhaps no other Indiana man has 


faced almost certain deatfi as many 
times as has Casseli. 
Certain it is 


that but very few Hooslers, if any, 
have spent two days and two nights 
in a morgue awaiting burial, to be 
rescued and restored to good health. 


And yet Sam-jel Casseli lives to-day, 


halo and hearty, always cheerful and 
optimistic and fearing death no more 
than he did when he shouldered 
a 


musket at Lincoln's call. 


Mr. Caasell is a native of Blackford 


county 
He was 
born 
in Hartford 


City April 26, 1843, and with the ex- 
ception of five years in Kansas he has 
always resided in the coun'y. 
When 


the civil war broke out he enlisted as 
a member of company C, Eighty-ninth 
Indiana infantry 
He was 18 years 


old when he enlisted, and at the close 
of the war he returned to Hartford 
City 
His discharge 
papers 
show 


that he engaged In 1G different bat- 
tles. 


On one march his company "hoofed 


It" 720 miles, making an average of 
lil miles a day as shown by the colon- 
el's diary 
This was in N'ovember of 


1S64, and on 450 miles of the dis- 
tance many of the soldiers tramped 
in their bare feet. 
Mr. Casseli was 


one of them. 
The snow waa ankle 


deep and his feet werp frozen. 


He carries the scars of many bat- 


tles 
He was shot in the left ghoul* 


dc»r and in a hand-to-hand 
conflict 


with the enem> he was almost hacked 
tn pieces 
Two s'..ord cuts in his 


right knee felled him on xthe battle 
field and he was taken prisoner by 
the confederates and sent to Nosh' 
ville 
Soon after an exchange of pels 


oners between the armies was made, 
but because of his injuries he was 
left with the enemj until he recov- 
ered. 
He, with other prisoners, was 


!.itet released. They started to tramp 
t to the union lines 
After a day 


out they were recaptured bv ,i scout- 
Ing imvtv and were going to be shot, 
hut they effected 
their escape and 


if tor walking 200 miles reached the 
union forces. 


While facing flre in another battle 


the stock of his gun was shattered 
by a bullet and he was seikmslj in- 
h\ved 
The middle finger of his right 


hand was almost soveied bj the lead- 
en ball and splinters from the sun 
stock were burled in his skull. leav- 
ing two deep depressions, one at the 
back of the head and the other on 
top 


In 1SG2 he waa taken sick while in 


camp 0* Indianapolis, and was carried 
to the dead room 
in the 
hospital, 


where for two da>s and two nights 
he was left with five other corpses 
When tho> came to bury him it was 
discovered that lite was not extinct 
and he was taken back to the hospital, 
where after a time he recovered. 


He was mustered out of service at 


Indianapolis and went hack to Black- 
ford county. 
In 1884 while 
living 


here he had another serious Illness. 
Again he was pronounced dead and 
arrangements were made 
for 
his 


funeral. 
W. H. Gable, at that time 


the only undertaker, but now a re- 
tired citizen, waa called to take chargo 
of the body. After visiting the Cas- 
sell home Mr. Gable returned to hi a 
shop for his paraphernalia, but De- 
fore be got back the,supposed dead 
man came to life and the funeral ar- 
rangements had to be postponed. 


Mr. Cas-seU says he fully realized 


what was going on about him, but 
could not by a move make It known 
that he waa (Hot dead. The feeling he 
experienced, however, he describes 
as a pleasant one. He says he plainly 
heard his wife and daughter talking 
at his bedside. "la 
he dead?" he 


heard his daughter ask of her mother, 
and in a gobbing voice his wife re- 
plied: 
"I'm afraid so." 
After be re- 


covered he described to them their 
positions around bis bed and repeated

their conversations, but further than 
that he could remember nothing ex- 
cept, he says, that he heard heavenly 
music and saw a host of angels hov- 
ering over his bed. 


"It was a happy half hour I spent 


in the other world," says Mr. Casseli, 
"and I have often regretted that I waa 
returned to fight life's battles." 


Twenty-five years ago this appar- 


ently immortal old man had another 
miraculous escape from death. While 
cutting logs on his farm north of the 
city, he was caught under a falling 
tree 
The tree was a large one and 


in the very top, where three heavy 
limbs formed a fork, the trunk was 
dead. 
When the Wee was cut it be- 


gan to fall the wrong way and there 
\vas a scatterment among the work- 
men to escape being crushed. 
The 


dead fork broke off and fell in just the 
opposite direction from the tree. The 
prongs of the fork were several feet 
in length and 
Mr. 
Casseli, 
who 


thought he was on the safe side, was 
caught under it 
After all danger 


had passed the other workmen rushed 
to his assistance, expecting to find 
him dead, but instead he was only 
held n prisoner. 
The prongs of the 


fork had penetrated the earth to a 
depth of several Inches and Mr. Cas- 
sell had been pinioned inside of them. 


Despite his many harrowing experi- 


ences Mr Casseli at the age of 64 is 
hale, hearty 
and 
happy. 
Through 


honest y and 
hard 
work 
he 
has 


amassed enough ot this world's goods 
to keep him comfortably the rest of 
his dajs.
